“China Mail” understands 
that the “Shun Po’s” attitude is,._ 
that it can. neither afford to pay 
the fines nor to appeal, : 
Question of “Face.” 
There was considerable dif- 
‘fidence about publishing the 
apology drafted by ‘the acting 
First Magistrate and read out in’ 
his judgment. It was felt that 
publication would have entailed 
loss of “face” which. would have 
been likely to prove fatal from a 
business point of view.

SELECT ‘COMMITTEE 
REPORT. 


SELF SUPPORT. 


The report which has just been 
issued by the’ House of Commons 
Select Committee on Estimates on 
the subject of the export credits 
scheme discloses. the surprising 
fact that in the twenty months 
ended February last an estimated 
logs of £16,600 was sustained, and 
{n 1928-29, on the basis-of present 
administrative costs and premiums 
and estimated loss on guarantees, 
a final net ‘loss (without allowing 
for intérest) is expected of £15,000.

‘BRITISH TRADE. | 
"THE POST-WAR 
OUTLOOK. 


EXPORT CHANGES. 


The outlook for British trade was 
the subject of a paper at the Con- 
ference of the’ Chartered Institute 
of Secretaries in’Cardiff by: Mr. P. 
Lioyd Tanner, who said there” was 
scarcely a single industry or intor- 
national market left untouched by 
the war, and.scarcely a single item 
In the operation of .those indus- 
tries or markets which was not dis- 
turbed. : 

Probably the most outstanding 
feature in the position .of British 
industry since the war {s the 
change which has taken place in 
our export trade, Not only, as has 
so frequently been pointed out, has 
the total of our foreign trade fail- 
ed to regain ‘its pre-war. figure— 
indeed, during the past five years it 
has never succeeded 80 per. cent. 
of that in 1918 a8 measured in 
volumie—but, what is oven.more 
significant, though less commonly 
realised, it has lost its .power of 
steady expansion. 

Mr, Tanner suggested two scts 
of causes as having -been mainly 
responsible for the recent state of 
affairs—one set temporary or con- 
trollable in mature or effect, and 
the other of a more or less perman- 
ent and irrevocable 
Among '.the former he included 
such matters as currency disturb-

frontiers, MN

twenty-two of the Greek steamer 
“Ioannis Fafalios," including the 
captain and mate, lost their tives 
when their vessel was rammed and 
sunk in the English Channel by the 
Royal Naval-Flect Auxiliary “Bac- 
chugs.” .

; INADEQUATE ROADS. 


_ A very brief experience of the 
roads will show that speed itself 
is not dangerous. Danger is im- 
ported only when spéed is nsso- 
«cited with other factors-—for in- 
stance, corners, live stock, child- 
ren and ‘the like., - Perhaps, the 


-factor which. most, often renders. 


speed perilous is an obstruction 
of some kind. A double stream 
of traffic hurtles slong an 18-ft. 
road at quite high speeds— 
. thirty-five or even’ forty-five 
miles an hour—and no peril arisés 
until one of the lines is checked 
‘or bent outward by some petty 
little obstruction. Alongside this 
obstruction the . chances of a 
smash becomes almost continu- 
ots. The obstruction may be a 
a burrow, a

wide and tall,tradesman’s van 
temporarily parked outside.a cot~ 
tage or a farm gate’for the legi- 
timate’ delivery of goods. Take 
the very common 18-ft. road as 
an example. Very few cars ex- 
ceed an overall width of 6th. It 
_ would be safe to say that. two 
drivers of such calibre as Camp- 
» belt and Segrave could pass each 
other, meeting or overtaking, in 
10-ft. road at fifty miles an hour. 
Being wise men, they would not 
actually do ‘it, unleds they 
knew who was driving the other 
car, But neither. of these super- 
men really asks for more than 
-2 ing, clearance outside each 
wing, The ordinary duffer is far 
more exacting, He ‘never quite 
knows ‘where his nearside’ wheels 
are; watch him draw his car up 
by ‘the kerb; and you will usually 
see about 2 ft. of’ wasted .space. 
So if you estimate the width of 
his car at 6ft., and allow him-2 ft. 
of freqboard on either side of it, 
he wants 9 ft. in ol; and the car 
‘which iy “advancing towards him 
wants as much, making 18 ft, in 
all for a double stream of traffic, 
So if you place a single cyclist: on 
the yoad, even if thas cyclist hugs 
the gutter and rides dead straight, 
an 18-ft. road becomes too narrow 
for the traffic. —- 
. A cyclist is really a very pretty 
“Invader of the road. He is usual- 
ly expert, as duffews are scared of 
the ‘roxd nowadays, not without 
reason, ‘His presence narrows 
the road by very little over 2 ft. 
NevertheJess, the. car drivers 
want se much room that where he 
intends on the double stream 
there js a kink; and if the stream 
is’ not continuous you ' may see 
cars_in.bo%i—streams.check_and 
hesitate, fol fear of arriving level 
with him simultaneously. As. the 
eyclist nears a bend . or corner 
things get worse, for'in spite of 
the high educational value of 
white lines painted ‘onthe road, 
very few drivers can yet corner 
perfectly unless “the corner is 
open, and. they can visualise its 
whorl before they tackle it. In 
calling a cyclist an “obstruction” 
I am not hinting that he is not 
entitled to .be there, but, am 
-Merely studying. his’ effects on 
the bulk of road users. : 
Now substitute for the cyclist a 
Ford van, or other light delivery 
vehicle of similar size. It. is 
much wider than the cyclist; ‘if 
we park it up, hubs against -the 
hedge, it will for all practical pur- 
poses absorb about 7 ft. of. the 
tots! 18 ft. available for traffic. 
‘Nevo good drivers of standard cars 
it and each other in the 
’ remaining 11 ft, but the average 
driver wisely dislikes such close 
shaving as this space suggests. 
So the effect of a parked van on 
the double: traffie stream is in- 
finitely worse than that “of the 
cyclist, even in terms of pure 
space.

THE ENGINEERS. . 


| FAN, WIND TUNNEL AND 
’ “RESEARCH. 


_ -MUCH-EQUIPMENT. 


The old proverb has ié that “9 
straw will show which. way the 
wind - blows.”. Perhaps it will. 
But a atraw would be hardly re- 
liable enough for an indicator in 
air current studies made by Gen ; 
eral Motors research engincers. 
They study oir currents to de- 
termine fan and radiator 
efficiency. The apparatus they 
use—ingenfous in design and un- 
ugual in appearance—consiats of 
a: large cylinder, shaped not un- 
like the wind tunnels for testing 
aeroplane models, One end is en- 
larged, resembling a huge tele- 
phone mouth-piece’ or bell.: The 
other end is adapted to fit snugly 
round the different radiators 
which, together with different 
fons, are undergoing test. Fre. 
quently the whole front end of a 
car or truck is nosed, into the 
tunnel, © 

The fan,. run by an electric 
motor, pulls air through an auto- 
mobile radiator and, in this effi- 
ciency test, it pulls air also 
through the tunnel, in order that 
engineers may measure the quan- 


tity ‘involved. Furthermore, ‘ for]. 


accurate measurements, the alr 
must flow “through the tunnel 
very smoothly. This is the rea- 
son for the bell shaped end, de- 


signed to accelerate very grad-|. 


ually the air being drawn in. 
Hanging'in the centre of the bell 
is an anemometer, or air flow 
measuring instrument. 

‘All this equipment enables: the 


engineer to find out just how] 


much air the fan pulls through a 
car or truck radiator, how effi- 
cient the radiator is, \ and how 
satisfactory the fan. This in- 
formation has contributed much 
to the present high development 
of these important units on Gen- 
eral Motors cars. i 

In fact, because they seldom 
give any. trouble, a driver often 
does not realiee. how essential 
and excellent the fan and radia- 
tors are on General Motors’ cars 
and: trucks. This is a tribute to 
the engineers who designed and 
tested them. Yet for these men 


“to-day’s best is not good enough-|- 
for’ to-morrow," and the future 


will see many chapters. added to 
the stéry of the fan, the wind 
tunnel], and the research engineer.

It was only on June 11 last 
year that these huge factories 
were acquired: by the company. 
A vast amount of old machinery, 
etc, had to be removed and the 
layout’ of the works had, of 
course, to. be .altered ‘entirely. 
Yet it ig confidently expected that

The multi-storey factory is de- 
voted .to the mannfacture of 
front’ and back’ axles, --for all 
models, and of Junior and Senior 
bodies, whilst in the huge single- 
floor shop Junior and Senior cars 
are assembled.

WRISTS Bi BOUND. 


Singapore, June 16. 

Mystery surrounds the death of 
a European named Mr. Frederick 
Crawley, whose body was found 
floating in the Singapore River 
this morning, : 

The discovery was made by a 
marine police patrol at 7.40 a.m. 
near the Merbau Bridge, which 
spans the river between Tank-rond 
and Havelock-road, near the Unit- 
ed Engineers’ works. It is believ- 
ed that the body had been ‘in the 
water about four hours, and it was 

identified by documents found in 
the pockets. 

“There was a deep gash on the 
back of the head, and the decens- 
ed’s hands were bound in front of 
him by a leather belt around the 
wrists. It is not yet possible to 
say whether the head wound was 
caused by a sharp instrument or 
by striking something when the 
unfortunate man: fell in the river, 

‘|but a postmortem examination has 
established the fact that death was’ 
due to drowning. 

Theory of Suicide. 

The body was clad in khaki coat 
and trousers, with no shirt, and 
there was ‘no belt—a fact which 
gives colour to the theory of sui- 
cide, At present, however, the 
police are unable to advance any 
suggestions as to the: manner in 
which Mr, Crawley met his death. 

The deceased, who wag 63 years 
of age and who wore a glasa eye, 
was a well-known character of Sin- 
gapore, He was a native of 
Latvia, though he had been away 
from his country for go long that 
his Continental origin ' was. not 
noticeable.
